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Soviet warning 
as union protests 
sweep Poland 


VIENNA. — Solidarity activists, 
regrouping slowly fron last 
weekend's lightning military 
takeover, yesterday occupied Fac- 
tories, shipyards and steel mills 
across Poland in a swelling protest 
that threatened to provoke the 
wrath of the Soviet Union. Shooting 
was reported at the giant Ursus 
tractor factory in Warsaw. 

Reports reaching the West from 
hermetically sealed Poland said 
Solidarity leader Lech Walesa is be- 
ing held under arrest. 

In Moscow, a Soviet official 
warned that the Kremlin was ready 
to send troops into Poland if asked 
by the new military government. 
And in Washington, President 
Ronald Reagan warned it would be 
"very serious” if Moscow in- 
tervened. 

The top Soviet official said: “We 
would give the Polish authorities 
everything they think is necessary to 
restore order in the country." 

The source told UP1 that no re- 
quest for military aid has been made 
so far, but he added that the 
Kremlin was watching the situation 
in Poland closely.

Jews reportedly 
being rounded op 

STOCKHOLM (AP). — The 
secretary of the Swedish Academy 
of Sciences said yesterday he had 
received reports from Poland that 
Jews were being rounded up in 
“what appears to be an anti-Semitic 
campaign.” 

OJof Tandberg, who has received 
continuous indirect reports from 
Polish academy members, said “a 
very disturbing factor, according to 
my sources, is that Jews, particular- 
ly intellectuals regarded as liberals, 
are still being rounded up by the 
police." 


of the Warsaw Pact arrived in 
Poland about a week ago and has 
remained to oversee the Polish 
forces impose martial law, the 
Boston Globe reported. The new- 
spaper, quoting sources in 
Washington, said Marshal Victor 
Kulikov reportedly knew of plans 
for a state of emergency. 

The U.S. Senate yesterday ap- 
proved a bill on export controls that 
urges a total embargo on trade with 
the Soviet Union if it sends troops 
into Poland. The bill was sent to the 
house for final congressional ap- 
proval. 

Striking workers reportedly were 
staging sit-ins in many parts of the 
country, including coal mines in 
Silesia, several other major in- 
dustries in Warsaw, the big Huta 
steel mill at Katowice and most ma- 
jor factories in Poznan and 
Wroclaw, witnesses said. 

Independent reports said there 
were severe food shortages, panic 
buying in stores and a growing 
number of strikes and sit-ins at fac- 
tories. 

Several . reports indicated 
Solidarity leader Walesa had been 
arrested or was being detained by 
authorities in a bid to thwart a more 
organized resistance to the three- 
day-old martial law decree. 

Solidarity's Warsaw regional 
deputy information officer, Stefan 
Trycinski, who had been vacation- 
ing in Sweden when martial law was 
declared, said he received word that 
Walesa was being held under house 
arrest. 

I n Paris. Le Monde said it was told 
by reliable sources that Walesa was 
being held in the Warsaw suburbs. 
This was denied by a Polish 
diplomat in Madrid, who said 
Walesa was negotiating with the 
authorities. (Reuter, AP. UPI)

Latest index means 
18 % boost in wages

Last month's 5.8 per cent rise in 
the consumer-prise index, which 
was announced yesterday, means 
that wage-earners will receive a 1 7.8 
per cent cost-of-living increment 
with their January salaries. 

The price rise in September- 
November over the preceding three 
months, which is the basis for the 
cost-of-living allowance payable 
from January, W3S 22.2 per cent. 
Wage-earners will therefore gel SO 
per cent of that figure as a cosl-of- 
iiving increment (payable in 
February). 

The income-tax brackets will be 
adjusted from January by 22.2 per 
cent — the full rate of inflation for 
the three-month period ending in 
November. 

The latest C-o-L rise brings the 
cumulative rule of inflation since 
November 1980 to 103.1 per cent. 

Among the components of the 
consumer basket, food prices rose 
at the lowest rale — 4.2 per cent, 
reflecting subsidies by the Treasury. 


The highest rise recorded in 
November was for apparel and 
footwear. 10.3 per cent. Other con- 
sumer goods and services rose 
about 1 per cent above or below the 
overall price index. 

The impact of the government’s 
subsidy policy is more clearly 
revealed by the rise in food prices 
since November 1980 — 66.5 per 
cent, as compared with 103.1 per 
cent for the overall index, and 146.9 
per cent for apparel and footwear. 

Similarly, the price index for 
transportation and communications 
services, which is also highly affec- 
ted by subsidies, rose by 78.8 per 
cent — but the cost of housing, 
much of which is also government- 
determined. rose by 136.4 per cent. 

Hisladrut sec ret ary -general MK. 
Yeroham Meshel said that the rise 
in the index was worrisome enough, 
but that the labour federation was 
much more worried about the steep 
rise in the November unemploy- 
ment figures, which jumped by 14

Burg begins applying law to Golan

Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
yesterday gazetted the first 
regulations applying to the Golan 
Heights stemming from the Knesset 
decision on Monday to impose 
Israeli law on the area. 

The regulations, technical in 
nature, were aimed aL ensuring the 
continuity of administrative and 
judicial actions taken under the 
aegis or the military government 
now that the area has come under 


Israeli law. 

“If you were sitting in jail under 
the previous law, you'll continue to 
do so. If you had a driver’s licence 
issued on the Golan Heights, it will 
continue to be in effect," an 
Interior Ministry official explained. 

The regulations were drafted 
yesterday by a committee consisting 
of Interior and Justice Ministry of- 
ficials. The committee will meet 
again shortly to continue drafting 
regulations for the Golan.

Iraq’s Beirut embassy 
razed by huge bomb

A huge explosion demolished the 
Iraqi embassy in Beirut yesterday, 
killing and wounding scores of peo- 
ple, in what appears to be part of 
the escalating feud between Syrian- 
and Iraqi-backed militias in 
Lebanon. 

According to agency reports from 
Beirut, police said 20 people were 
killed and more than 30 injured 
when the five-storey structure in 
Syrian-controlled West Beirut was 
reduced to rubble. Red Crescent 
rescue workers put the toll as high 
as 25 dead and 100 wounded. 

The official conclusion reached 
by Lebanese Army investigators 
was that five 20-kilogram charges 
had been placed at strategic points 
inside the building and. were 
detonated simultaneously by timing 
devices. 

Earlier reports gave graphic ac- 
counts of a suicidal attack by a 
driver racing his bomb-laden car 


into the building under a hail of bul- 
lets fired by embassy guards. The 
official report, however, discredits 
this account. 

The explosion is reported to have 
caught Iraqi ambassador Abdel 
Razzak Lafteh in one of the embas- 
sy's elevators, but he escaped un- 
harmed. 

The modern beach-front 
building, reputed to be one of the 
most heavily guarded in Beirut, is 
said to have collapsed like a pack of 
cards. One end of the building was 
completely reduced to rubble, and 
the other tilted crazily to one side. 

While some reports mentioned 
possible Iranian * or even Kurdish 
separatist involvement, it appears 
most' likely that the attack was the 
work of the Syrian-backed 
Lebanese Shi’ite group Amal. The 
group has been at odds with two 
Iraqi-backed organizations in 
Lebanon — the Arab Liberation 
Front (ALF) and the Lebanese 
Ba'alh Panv. 


Jews, Druse have mixed reactions to Golan Law 

Pro-Syrian Druse call 
for three-day strike

MAJDAL SHAMS. — The pro- 
Syrian groups in the Druse villages 
on the Golan Heights yesterday cal- 
led for a three-day general strike, 
starting this morning, to protest 
against the enactment of.the Golan 
Law on Monday. It is not yet clear 
how many Druse will respond to the 
strike call, but many members ol 
the community are known to be op- 
posed to such a step. 

Several religious leaders an- 
nounced that they will not lake any 
part in the protests proposed by the 
radical groups. But other Druse 
priests said that those who ignore 
the strike call will be excom- 
municated. 

Aharon Zebda, the Education 
Ministry representative in the 
Golan Heights, last night ordered 
the 200 teachers in the Druse vil- 
lages to appear this morning in their 
schools, even if their pupils slay at 
home. 

Evidence of military 
preparedness in the Golan was un- 
disguised yesterday and the tension 
generated by Syria's announced 
cancellation of the cease-fire in 
reaction to the passing of the law 
was in the minds of all — soldiers, 
settlers and Druse. 


Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
reviewed the military situation with 
officers of the Northern Command 
in Nazareth yesterday and then flew 
to meet with settlers’ leaders at an 
army base on the Golan. 

Late on Monday night, he had as- 
sured settlers who had come to the 
Knesset to congratulate the govern- 
ment on the passing of the law that 
the military situation was being 
taken care of. “You are now the 
masters of the Golan,” he told the 
settlers, “not officers of the IDF.” 

Confusion and uncertainty were 
the most typical reactions or the 
Golan Druse yesterday and young 
men weighed the implications of the 
new law in heated discussions on 
the main street of Majdal Shams, 
the largest Druse community in the 
area. But life went on as normal as 
children attended classes, 
merchants .opened their stores and 
labourers travelled to work in 
Israeli settlements and faciories. 

At the same time, their 
neighbours, settlers in the 31 Jew ish 
settlements in the area, began to 
clean out bomb shelters. Tank tran- 
sports moved on roads in the north 
and UN DOF personnel were highly 
visible in their white vehicles as they 
travelled back to the area from 
leave in Israel.

North remains quiet 
despite Syrian threat

Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf 
Rafael. Eitan last night abruptly- 
cut short his visit to Egypt by 48 
hours and returned to Israel to 
oversee the military situation in 
the north. But despite Syrian 
rhetoric in response to Mon- 
day's Knesset action instituting 
Israeli law on the Golan 
Heights, the northern borders 
are reported quiet and stable. 

There have been no reports of 
Syrian military redeployment on the 
Golan Heights or inside Syria, and 
analysts predict that the outbreak of 
conflict is “very low indeed.” There 
is a slightly higher chance, but still 
low, that the terrorists will use this 
opportunity to destabilize the situa- 
tion on the Lebanese frontier. 

Eitan was in Egypt as an official 
guest of the Egyptian armed forces 
when he was hastily recalled to 
Israel, together with O.C. Air Force 
David Ivri, after the Knesset action 
on Monday. 

A Reuters correspondent 
reporting from the Syrian town of 
Kuneitra on the Golan Heights said 
Israel planes made reconnaissance 
flights over the area yesterday. But 
he saw no unusual Syrian military- 


activity, and a UN officer said he 
had no reports of any cease-fire 
violations. 

Despite the apparent quiet, the 
IDF has redeployed to meet any 
eventuality. A state of preparedness 
has been declared and travellers to 
the north reported increased- ar- 
mour movement on the roads. 

Simultaneously, other deterrent 
steps have been taken, including a 
strong statement from various 
government officials that Israel will 
not tolerate a protracted war of at- 
trition, telling the Syrians that if 
they want conflict the consequences 
are going to be serious. Israel will 
not tolerate a repeat of last May's 
Lebanese missile crisis, and could 
use this conflict to resolve that 
problem as well, it was hinted. 

Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
visited the Heights yesterday, dis- 
cussing regional defence with set- 
tlers. 

The reason for the low 
probability of conflict predicted by 
the analysts is primarily Syria's 
weak position in the Arab world. 
The war between Iraq and Iran has 
isolated Syria and Libya from the 
rest of the confrontation states. 
President Hafez Assad's internal 
political problems, as illustrated by 
the recent spate of bombing in the 


country, does not add to Ms ability 
to conduct war, even though an ex- 
ternal conflict as a means of uniting 
his country could prove beneficial 
to him in the short run. 

If a full-scale war were to break 
but now, however, Assad would be 
'.threatened on more than one front. 
The situation in Lebanon, where he 
has 30,000 troops bogged down, 
could deteriorate with the Chris- 
tians taking advantage of the situa- 
tion to secure gains for themselves: 
the same could apply to his Moslem 
fundamentalist internal enemies 
whose main goal is to overthrow As- 
sad, and not to. defeat Israel. 

Assad will also have to. look over 
his shoulder at Iraq, since President 
Saddam Hussein’s hatred for Assad 
has only increased Syria's support 
forlran, with which Iraq is at war. 
Syria's neighbour, Jordan, is one of 
Iraq's closest allies. 

As part of a deterrent move Israel 
has visibly been moving armour and 
making- clear statements about the 
uncontained nature of a conflict, 
should it break out. An important 
development has been the Egyptian 
attitude of declared . non - 
intervention, which basically means 
that the entire capability of the 1 DF. 
could be directed against the 
Syrians should war break out. - 


We won’t back 
Syria in war,’ 

says Mubarak

Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak stated categorically 
yesterday that while Egypt regards 
the extension of Israeli law to the 
Golan Heights as an obstacle to 
peace, it would not back Syria 
should it go to war with Israel, and 
that I&rael-Egyptian relations would 
not be affected by the move. 

"If Syria decides to start a war 
with Israel, that is their business.” 
Mubarak is quoted as telling 
newsmen in Cairo yesterday, after 
emerging from a meeting with a 
visiting Sudanese delegation. 

Asked about the 1954 collective 
defence pact, which groups the 
member states of the Arab League 
from which Egypt has been 
suspended since concluding its 
peace treaty with Israel, Mubarak 
reportedly replied: "The present 
Arab situation has proved that this 
agreement has no value, is mere ink 
on paper and cannot be 
implemented.” , 

As for relations with Israel in the 
wake of the latest Golan legislation, 
Mubarak is quoted as saying that 
Egypt rejected the Israeli action as 
“an obstacle in the way of peace.” 

But he insisted that this was un- 
likely to damage lsrael-Egyptian 
relations. On the contrary, he is 
quoted as saying, “to have good 
relations with Israel could relieve 
any tension which may be created 
with any of its neighbours.” 

The Israeli action “was not a slap 
to us at all.” he said. 

Nevertheless, Mubarak has clear- 
ly been placed in an invidious posi- 
tion by the Golan move, and 
although he reacted promptly on 
Monday by categorically rejecting 
the move as “illegitimate" and in 
contravention of die Camp David 
accord, he appears determined to- 
do or say nothing that could pos- 
sibly jeopardize Israel’s withdrawal 
from Sinai next April.. 

Hence his revealing remark, in 
English, to reporters in Cairo 
yesterday when asked what Egypt 
would do if Syria and Israel went to 
war: “I said several times, we are 
not going to slip — or to do 
something on which we were - not 
consulted before.”

Archives reveal ill-fated 1948 lsrael-Egyptian treaty

A favourable Egyptian response 
to peace-feelers from the newborn 
State of Israel came to nought when 
the IDF launched operation Yoav 
on October 14, 1948. according to 
the second volume of State Papers 
published by the State Archives 
yesterday. 

The 710-page volume, entitled 
Israel-Doeuments. M av-S ept ember 
1948. contains a selection of 558 im- 
portant diplomatic and political let- 
ters, memoranda and cables by 
Israeli and Diaspora leaders and 
diplomats. The material relates to 
the political, military and 
diplomatic aftermath of the es- 
tablishment of the state, to early 
Israeli-American and Israel i- 
European relations, and to contacts 
between the emergent state and its 
Arab neighbours. 

Writing from Paris on September 
23, 1948 to the foreign ministry, 
Eiiahu Sasson, head of the 
ministry’s Middle East .department. 


described a meeting he held with an 
emissary of King Farouk on 
September 21 in a Paris hotel. The 
emissary, whose name is excised 
from the published volume, had 
been empowered by the Egyptian 
court, after an hour-long meeting 
with Farouk and a second meeting- 
with Hassan Yusuf, deputy chief 
chamberlain of the Egyptian court, 
to sound out Israel's “proposals for 
peace — with the Arab world collec- 
tively. ..and with Egypt separately" 
and And out what “guarantees" 
Israel would provide regarding 
“non-expansion” at the expense of 
neighbouring Arab states and 
“non identification" with “the Com- 
munists, something (sic) which the 
King fears greatly.” 

The Egyptian peace initiative, ac- 
cording to Sasson. was a product of 
“basic contradictions'-* between 
“the outlooks and ambitions of the 
Transjordanians and the Egyptians, 
which proved to the King (Farouk). - 
that Egyptian interests require 


Egypt to adopt a separate foreign 
policy, outside the framework of the 
Arab League." 

According to Sasson. the Egyp- 
tian delegation to the LIN was not 
privy to the king's peace initiative. 

The emissary also told Sasson 
that the Egyptians and British were 
holding talks in which the British 
were trying to obtain Egyptian 
agreement to the incorporation of 
the Negev in Transjordan. Ac- 
cording to the emmissary. it was 
“British mendacity” which had 
sparked the war against Israel by 
the Arabs, “who would never have 
launched the war... without the 
(British) encouragement and 
promises.” 

The emissary, according to Sas- 
son, explained that if the 
"Hashemite bloc" (Iraq and Trans- 
jordan), “incorporate the Arab part 
of the Land of Israel plus the Negev, 
(they) will be in a position to 
threaten Egyptian independence.” 
The emissary further said that 


Egypt. Syria and Lebanon were as a 
result “Arm about the need to es- 
tablish a Palestinian Arab state in 
the area allocated for it by Lhe UN 
resolution of November 1947. 

According to Sasson. the Egyp- 
tians ended their meeting by stress- 
ing “that the hour was ripe for a... 
separate agreement with Egypt." 

The Egyptian, according to Sas- 
son. proposed that Israel submit 
“the basis for the arrangement 
{hesder)... and that this had been the 
goal of his visit to Paris. 

On Septmeber 22, Sasson drafted 
a 14-point plan which he sent to 
Jerusalem. That plan was amended 
by Foreign Minister Moshe Shared 
and by Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion, and was transmitted to 
Farouk in October. The Egyptians 
responded with a number of reser- 
vations of their own. But before 
further progress could be made, the 
Israeli army launched its offensive 
in the south. Operation Yoav. 
defeating the Egyptian army and 


trapping a segment of it in the Falu- 
ja pocket, and discussion of the plan 
ended. 

Israeli-Egyptian talks were 
renewed only some months later, 
and then only to reach a cease-fire 
rather than a peace agreement. 

Sasson’s draft peace treaty, ac- 
cepted by the Egyptian court as a 
basis for a future agreement, 
declares that “Egypt considers the 
establishment of the State of Israel a 
fait accompli “and Egypt ceases to 
fight against Israel, and agrees to 
withdraw its troops from all parts of 
Palestine. 

Israel, for its part “engages to ac- 
cept” not to occupy Arab lands and 
to agree to the decision of the 
Palestinian Arabs about their future 
— whether they decide on es- 
tablishing a separate, independent 
state or whether they seek to be an- 
nexed by a neighbouring Arab state. 

Both sides agree to help to solve 
the Palestinian refugee problem.

WASHINGTON. — The VS. is 
likely to support the expected UN 
Security Council condemnation of 
Israel for extending Israeli law to 
the Golan Heights. 

While the U.S. is unlikely actually 
to support sanctions against Israel, 
senior Pentagon officials and others 
in the Reagan administration are 
already recommending that the 
U.S. unilaterally impose some of its 
own economic and military sanc- 
tions against Israel, designed to-un- 
derscore U.S. anger.' 

President Ronald Reagan and 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig, 
still stunned by the quick Knesset 
passage of the Golan Law, are 
described by aides as “severely dis- 
appointed” that Prime M mister 
Menachem Begin had acted 
without any advance warning to 
Washington. 

Publicly, Secretary of Defence 
Caspar Weinberger was selected by 
the administration to express U.S. 
anger towards Israel. Appearing on 
ABC television's “Good Morning 
America" programme, Weinberger 
strongly hinted the U.S. might once 


again suspend deliveries of some 
military equipment to Israel.

night could not recall another 
period in U.S.-Israeli relations when 
an American administration ap- 
pears to have been so upset as now. . 

“We are very unhappy with it,” 
said Weinberger.

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Egyptian Tourism Minister tells Sharir: 

Restaurateurs may be 
asked to stay in Sinai

Egyptian Minister of Tourism and 
Aviation Gamai al-Nazer yesterday 
told Tourism Minister Avraham 
Sharir that Egypt » interested in 
having Israelis continue running 
restaurants in Sinai after the 
withdrawal in April, tourism 
sources said in Jerusalem. 

This is the first time that the 
Egyptians have given any indication 
that they might accept Israelis as 
managers of any facility in Sinai 
after the area is returned to them. 
Restaurateurs, hoteliers, deep sea 
diving experts and desert tour 
operators have all been pressing for 
the chance to work under Egyp- 
tian rule. 

Al-Nazer, who arrived here yester- 
day by car, for a three-day visit, said 
at the opening of talks last night In the 
Jerusalem Hilton Hotel that he did 
not expect the Sinai withdrawal to af- 
fect Israeli tourism to the area and 
that Egypt would do everything to 
make Israeli tourists feel welcome 
there. 

The Egyptian minister also sug- 
gested that a passenger ship route 


be set up between Ashdod and Port 
Said. 


Al-Nazer, who held talks with 
Sharir yesterday, will also meet with 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
and Transport Minister Haim 
Corfu. The discussions wilh Shamir 
are not slated to include the Knesset 
vole to extend Israeli law to the 
Golan Heights. 

Another development in tourism 
ties between Egypt and Israel was 
Sharir’s anouncement that he has 
appointed Maurice Cassouto, head 
of the Ram Hotels management 
company, as Israel's first tourism 
representative to Egypt. The post, 
which is to be the first official Israeli 
representation in Egypt outside the 
embassy, was agreed upon in 
tourism talks between the two 
countries in Cairo last month. 

Cassouto, 54, was himself bom in 
Egypt. He began his career as a (fish- 
washer and now serves as deputy 
chairman of the Hotel Association. 
Al-Nazar, who met the hotelier 
when he was part of last month's 
commercial delegation, expressed, 
satisfaction with the appointment.

Weinberger said the administra- 
tion has not yet had a chance for 
any fullscale consideration" of 
possible U.S. sanctions against 
Israel.

Well-placed U.S. officials sug- 
gested yesterday that the ad- 
ministration, at a minimum, was 
now likely to take a go-slow ap- 
proach in several ongoing economic 
and military negotiations with 
Israel. One Pentagon source 
predicted the working group 
negotiations designed to flesh out 
the just-signed strategic coopera- 
tion agreement, scheduled to begin 
in January, will be postponed. 

“Israel is going to pay a very 
tangible price for this decision," 
one U.S. official said. He refused to 
elaborate, other than to point out 
that Washington and Jerusalem are 
currently involved in several dif- 
ferent negotiations designed to 
promote Israel's economy.

Weinberger’s tough comments 
contrasted sharply with Haig's 
relatively milder public reaction, on 
Monday just after returning from 
Brussels.

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin expects to take the 
four-man Agudat Yisrael faction to 
task for its abstention from the 
Golan vote on Monday, sources in 
the Prime Minister’s Office told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Begin does not intend to overlook 
what he considers a "gross violation 
by Aguda of the basic policy lines of 
the government” which the party 
approved upon entering the coali- 
tion last summer, the sources said. 

Begin let the Aguda MKs have a 
foretaste of his wrath in the dining 
room at the Knesset on Monday 
evening, where he publicly rebuked 
them.

Jewish settlers were almost un- 
animous in their approval of the 
government's action, although 
members of kibbutzim affiliated 
with the Labour Party had serious 
misgivings about their party's per- 
formance on Monday and a few 
even fell that the law was unnec- 
essary and even harmful. 

Some of the young men in Majdal 
Shams were vociferous in thejr 
criticism of the law, but even more 
apparent was their frustration — 
some calling for Soviet intervention 
on behalf of Syria in view of Israel's 
apparent indifference to inter- 
national reaction. 

But a 27-ye3r-old fruit and 
vegetable merchant on the main 
street of the town welcomed the 
Golan Law. “Most of my friends 
agree that this s a very good thing 
for us and it should have been done 
a long time ago." he said emphasiz- 
ing that the government’s action 
removed the hovering uncertainty 
about their future — but not suf- 
ficiently. it appears, for him to iden- 
tify himself. 

Sheikh Kama! Kani. a prominent 
pro-Syrian leader who has spent 
three years in prison on charges ol 
spying for Syria and inciting the 
local residents, said that the Golan 
Druse had no political relationships 
with the Israeli Druse community. 
“We have religious and family con- 
nections only.” he said. 

-This decision will not make any 
dittrer.ee — we were and remain 
Arab and Syrian by nationality and 
Druse by religion", he said. 

For many Druse on the Golan 
much hinges on the Syrian reaction, 
and broadcasts from Radio 
Damascus and the Syrian TV were 
as closely followed as were the 
reports broadcasted from 
Jerusalem. "We do not know how 
this is really going to effect us and it 
is now Syria's responsibility — we 
are wailing for Syria to decide and 
act", said Kanj. 


The Syrian presence is only too 
visible wilh the nearest emplace- 
ment on a hill overlooking Majdal 
Shams, and the Red Cross super- 
vised meeting place between Syrian 
and Golan Druse within walking 
distance from the centre of the 
town. 

Salman Abu Salah of nearby 
Mas'ada, chairman of the "Druse 
Zionist Committee" and one of the 
first people to lake out Israeli 
citizenship, welcomed th’e law 
which has clearly vindicated his 
stand, and called on the government 
to lake further action to bolster the 
confidence of the Druse. 

According to Abu Salah. who is 
the local representative of the Zion 
Insurance Company. 46 families 
have so far taken out Israeli 
citizenship. 

Salah Safadi, an elderly apple 
farmer in Mas’ada. fell that “Syria 
has not yet given us up. There is no 
need to take out Israeli citizenship 
unless the military identity cards are 
withdrawn.” Gearly uncomfortable 
about being thrust into politics, he 
concluded: “I just want to live in 
peace and farm my land.” 

Mixed feelings also 
characterized, to a certain extent, 
the mood on Kibbutz Meron 
Hagolan. which was the first settle- 
ment to be established on the Golan 
in Julv 1967. 


Amram Lotam, the young farm 
manager, said that it was difficult 
for him to envisage how any Jewish 
resident of the area could not 
welcome the decision. 

But a young woman, who refused 
to give her name, said that there 
were also people on the kibbutz 
who felt that the Golan Law was un- 
necessary. “There was room for it 
12 years ago but not now,” she said 
on her way into the communal 
dining-room. 

Katzrin, the new town in the 
southern Golan, was bustling with 
children back from school and 
young mothers outside the local 
supermarket. Here, there appeared 
to be no second thoughts about the 
wisdom of Monday's legislation and 
many people were bleary-eyed from 
all-night celebrations following the 
Knesset's decision. 

The officers of the local regional 
council were inundated wilh 
telephone calls of congratulation, 
and officials were making plans to 
use the mood generated by the oc- 
casion to bolster the Stop the 
Withdrawal from Sinai movement.

Water rates 
are raised by 
6.8 per cent

Water rates were raised yesterday 
by 6.8 per cent, following recent in- 
creases in electricity and fuel prices. 

Electricity rates were raised on 
November 18 by 1 1.4 per cent, and 
since electric power accounts for 60 
per cent of the cost of water, the 
price of the latter was raised by 6.8 
per cent. 

The price of water for home use 
will be IS4 per cubic metre for the 
first 8 cubic metres, and 1S6.3I for S 
additional cubic metres. For each 
additional cubic metre above 16, 
the price will be TS10.14. The 
previous corresponding prices were 
IS3.75, TS5.91 and IS9.49, respec- 
tively. 

The price of water for irrigating 
gardens will be 1S2.19 per cubic 
metre, instead of 1S2.05, and the 
maximum price of water for 
agricultural uses will go up from 
IS 1.07 to IS1.14. 


Corfu delays work 
on TA bus terminal

TEL AVIV — Tel Aviv Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat’s plan to start im- 
mediately on completion of the new 
central bus station was thwarted 
earlier this week by Transport 
Minister Haim Corfu, who**cide“d^ 
that a special committee should 
decide, within three months, 
whether the terminal should be 
completed. 

Lahat charged after meeting on 
Monday with Corfu and other Tran- 
sport Ministry officials that the 
ministry is stalling, and instructed 
the city’s legal adviser, David 
Talmor, to examine the possibility 
of cancelling die many bus stations 
in streets around the current central 
bus station as a reaction to the 
ministry’s tack of cooperation. 

At the meeting with Corfu, Lahat 
and his aides presented the Tran- 
sport Ministry with plans to com- 
plete the bus terminal with the help 
of private investors and without us- 
ing any public funds. He wants to 
get to work on the terminal as soon 
as possible in order to ease the suf- 
fering of the neighbourhoods in the 
vicinity of the enormous concrete 
complex in southern Tel Aviv 
before next year’s municipal elec- 
tions. 

The committee appointed by 
Corfu to examine the pros and cons 
of the new terminal will be headed 
by Transport Ministry direc- 
tor-general Uzi Landau.

Former Galilee traffic chief 


facing indictment for fraud 


State Attorney Gavriel Bach 
has decided to prosecute the 
former commander of the Galilee 
police traffic division. Rav-Pakad 
Haim Abramovitz, on charges of 
fraud, violating public trust and 
abusing the power of his position. 
Bach also recommended 
Abramovitz be tried in police dis- 
ciplinary court for exceeding his 
authority. 

A police board of inquiry inio the 
attempted suicide and alleged sex- 
ual abuse of a Galilee policewoman 
in September led to the suspension 
of Galilee district police chief 
Nitzav-Mishne David Franco and 
the forced leave of Abramovitz v. ho 
has been serving in the central dis- 
trict since his suspension was lifted. 

The investigation into the charges 
of sexual abuse made by 
policewoman Esther Oved 
branched out through the northern 
district and a number of other of- 
ficers were suspended pending lhe 
outcome. The charges against 


Abramovitz resulted from evidence 
turned up by the board's investiga- 
tion. 

The charges against Abramovitz, 
which will be filed shortly in an in- 
dictment by the Haifa district at- 
torney, centre on the suspicion lhat 
he used information he obtained 
from police files in private work for 
an insurance company. 


Bach said that Abramovitz is 
suspected of supplying the informa- 
tion both during and after his 
suspension during the board of in- 
quiry’s investigation. The state at- 
torney's conclusions were handed 
over on Sunday to Nitzav-Mishne 
Yehezkel Carthy. head of the in- 
vestigations branch at national 
police headquarters. 


At the same time. Bach's office is 
continuing to examine evidence 
brought to it by the board of inquiry- 
on Nitzav-Mishne Franco. Bach's 
conclusions on the case are ex- 
pected to be released shortly.

Arts panel: No more tenure 
for state-employed actors

An Arts Council commiuee has 
recommended lhat actors working 
in state and municipal theatres no 
longer receive tenure. 

Acknowledging that this recom- 
mendation does not conform to the 
normal working conditions in most 
public sectors, the commiuee as- 
serted: “The fields of theatre and 
art do not resemble other fields of 
employment, and their nature and 
essence justify and indeed compel 
our recommendations." 

The committee, chaired by 
former judge Baruch Yekutiei and 
including David Alexander, jour- 
nalist Yishayahu Ben-Porat and MK 
Yossi Sarid. was appointed in July 
1980 by Arts Council chairman 
Avner Shalev. 

A source at the Education 
Ministry explained on Monday that 
the theatre has always been plagued 
by the problem of aging, actors with 
tenure who receive full wages but 
do little work, and aspiring young 
actors who have no chance of 
receiving tenure or permanent 
work. 


The “Yekutieli” committee has 
recommended that henceforward 
the theatres sign one-time contracts 
with each actor taken on, either for 
a single play or for a number of 
seasons, while making special ar- 
rangements to assure actors better 
social conditions. 

The ministry spokesman sug- 
gested that these benefits — pen- 
sion rights, in-service training and 
so on — be handled by a new 
special fund or by the National In- 
surance Institute, which would also 
assure the actors' wages during 
periods of unemployment or 
between plays. 

These recommendations were en- 
dorsed by all the committee 
members, save Yossi Sarid, who 
said he has not been convinced that 
“tenure harms artistic creativity" or 
that temporary status encourages it. 

According to the ministry 
spokesman, officials of the theatre 
section of the Arts Council agree 
with most of the committee's 
recommendations, but have stres- 
sed the need to ensure the actors' 
social benefits. 


Court gives policeman benefit of doubt 


The Supreme Court yesterday ac- 
cepted the appeal of a policeman 
whom the Nazareth District Court 
had found guilty of accepting a 
bribe. The Supreme Court said a 
doubt remained whether a bribe 
was in fact involved and that the 
policeman, B inyam in Shlomo, 39 of 
Afula, should enjoy the benefit of 
this doubt. 

The Nazareth court had decided 
that Shlomo. who was stationed at 
the Adam Bridge over the Jordan, 
had accepted the bribe of a watch in 
February 1977 from the agent of a 
Nablus moneychanger. The agent, 
who used to cross the bridge several 
times a month, gave the watch as a 
gift on the occasion of Shloma's 
wedding and the barmitzva of hi* 
son by a previous marriage. Shlomo 
told the court the agent had refused 
payment for the watch which was of 
little value. 


In accepting Shlomo's appeal, the 
Supreme Court said inconsistencies 
in the evidence of both the agent 
and or Shlomo raised doubts 
whether Shlomo had in fact ac- 
cepted a bribe. (Itim)

Israel committing itself to “ex- 
amining" compensation for 
refugees and individual demands for 
repatriation. 

Both sides “engage not to sign 
treaties with' other states, “...which 
are contrary to the interests" of 
either of the two signatories.

But he cautioned: “Don’t 
plead with (the) State Department, 
only ask, but stress we (are) deter- 
mined to obtain these weapons as it 
is a matter of life and death." The 
threat that die Jewish State would 
iurn to and rely upon the Soviet 
Union rather than the U.S. for its 
arms was clear. 

The documents also provide 
parallel with contemporary Israel 
regarding “our policy towards... 
Arabs...within the State of Israel 
and in territories occupied by us

fairs. Sharett wrote on August 8, 
1968 that Israel must allow some

Algeria, Gabon, the Congo, 
Guinea-Bissau and Zambia. 

So far, about half the expected 
. 5,000-man peace-keeping force has 
arrived in Chad — just days before 


the December 17 deadline set by 
OAU leaders at a meeting here last 
month for the deployment of all 
troops. 


Zaire. Senegal and Nigeria have 
contributed troops and Benin and 
Togo may also send soldiers 
Reports from N’djamena said the 
government also wants Ethiopia, 
which has black Africa’s largest 
army, to contribute a contingent. 


Libyan troops intervened in 
Chad’s lengthy civil war a year ago 
to help President Goukouni Oued- 
di, but pulled out at his request last 
month. Since the Libyan pullout, 
the civil war has resumed. 

The U.S. is among several 
Western countries providing 
logistical support to the peace- 
keeping operation. 


Soviet-made mines cause 


blackout in S. African city 


PRETORIA (Reuter). — Five 
Soviet-made limpet mines exploded 
at a power station here on Monday 
night, blacking out a large area oi 
the South African capital, a high 
police official said yesterday. 

No one was injured in the blasts, 
the latest in a series or attacks on 
power plants and other key installa- 
tions. But electricity supplies to 
nine Pretoria suburbs were dis- 
rupted and damage was heavy. 

A transformer was wrecked and 
debris was scattered over a wide 


area. 

Police launched a major hunt for 
iho bombers. They said the mines — 
which cling magnetically to the 


target — were the same type as 
those used to bomb another power 
station in the Pretoria area last 
month and in sabotage attacks on 
South African oil-from-coal instal- 
lations in June last year. 

Police said a suspicious-looking 
parcel was found just outside the 
perimeter fence of the station, but 
they declined to give details. 

Guerrillas of the banned African 
National Congress (ANCf, which 
seeks to overthrow the white 
■government by force, have either 
claimed responsibility or been 
blamed for many of more than 20 
bomb attacks in South Africa this 


year. 


2 killed in Nigerian riot 


LAGOS (Reuter). — Two people 
were killed in rioting in Nigeria's 
northern city of Kano on Sunday, 
according to eyewitness reports 
later confirmed by police, the Daily 
Sketch newspaper said yesterday. 

Armed police cordoned off 
government house in Kano in case 
of a mob attack, it added-. More 
than 4,000 people died in rioting in 
Kano last December, and four died 
in rioting there last July. 

The newspaper, which supports 
the opposition in Lagos, said the 
latest rioting began shortly after the 
national convention of the split Peo- 
ple's Redemption Party ended last 
Sunday in Kano. 

U said a mob attacked buildings 
and vehicles, and tore down 


portraits of Kano state governor 
Alhaji Abu baker Rimi. Police said 
they found two bodies after the riot, 
had made several arrests, and were 
investigating the disturbances, the 
paper said. 

The People's Redemption Party 
is split into two factions, one led by 
Alhaji Amino Kano, supporting 
President Shehu Shagari's National 
Parly, and the other led by Gover- 
nor Rimi, supporting the opposi- 
tion. 


Alhaji Amino Kano survived an 
assassination attempt last Saturday, 
according to two other Nigerian 
newspapers yesterday, and last 
week Rimi said there was a plot to 
assassinate him. 


28 dead, 1,000 homeless in Brazilian torrents 


RIO DE JANEIRO (Reuter). - 
Torrential rains in Brazil killed 28 
people and left almost 1.000 
homeless during the weekend, a 
civil defence spokesman said. 

Landslides and flooding caused 


by sudden downpours have taken 80 
lives this month in Brazil's moun- 
tainous' coastal state of Rio de 
Janeiro' where this weekend's 
deaths occurred.

VIENNA (UPI). — The “curtain of 
silence” clamped down on Poland 
since Monday is the most severe 
news blackout ever imposed in 
communist Eastern Europe since 
World War II. 

Even in 1956 and 1968. when the 
Soviets invaded Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia, Western news 
agencies were able to report by 
telephone and telex. 

This reporter remembers 
dramatic stories filed out of 
Budapest when Soviet tanks 
crushed the Hungarian revolt and 
fired the first shots on November 4, 
1956. 

Even MTI, the Hungarian news 
agency, sent a teletype message to 
Vienna on .that day saying: “ Russian 
troops have opened fire on all 
Budapest. The Soviet troops sud- 
denly attacked the city and the 
whole country, It is a genera! at- 
tack ” 

Such a flow of information would 
be impossible from Poland under 
the present situation. 

Inside Poland, one of the military 
command’s first moves on Sunday 
was to sever ail telephone and telex 
links to prevent Solidarity members 
who escaped widescale arrests from 
coordinating their resistance. 

The international news agencies, 
transmitting on leased' cables, were 
allowed to describe the crackdown 
until Monday night, when Polish 
government technicians cut the 
lines of United Press International, 
the Associated Press and Agence 
France Presse. 

The independent agencies were 
left without direct links from Poland 
just after reporting that troops had 
ringed a steel plant in Warsaw oc- 
cupied by 7,000 angry workers. 

The British-based agency 
Reuters, sending on a separate link, 
was able to maintain traffic out of 
Warsaw for only a few hours longer. 

After the news blackout. Western 
correspondents filed only intermit- 
tently, using any means possible. 
State media virtually became th.e 
sole source of news out of Poland. 

The Western media, for 16 
months flooded with first-hand 
reports, was at a stroke reduced to 


“Poland watching,”, reminiscent of: 
the coverage of China in long years' 
before Peking's tillers admitted, 
journalists. 

Even East European news media 
reporting about events In their 
"fraternal country” were subject to 
restrictions, according to the 
Czechoslovak Communist Party 
newspaper Rude Provo. ' 

Even reports sent lo communist 
countries were subject, to Polish 
military censorship. 

In Hungary, 25 years ago. 
Western reporters were able to file 
their stories by tclcphoac or by 
telex from the' former Budapest 
Dun a Hotel, then the centre of 
Western news agencies, a she very 
close to the street fighting.

In August 1968, when Soviet 
tanks crushed the Prague Spring of 
liberal Communist Party .leader 
Alexander Dubcejk, the Western 
press was still reporting from 
Czechoslovakia.

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Poland — long in the eye of world storms 


By GERALD NADLER 
Poland has been touched by every inter- 
national crisis in Europe for the last 300 years as 
the result of the geography that placed it bet- 
ween Russia and Germany. 


Despite the machinations of international 
diplomacy — whether Czarisl expansion. 
Hitler's "Drive to the East'' — the country has 
survived as a vital nation. 

But not without considerable suffering. 

In three partitions engineered by Catherine 
the Great of Russia. Poland disappeared from 
the map of the Europe. 

In the first carving in 1772. one-third of the 
nation wus'divided between Austria. Germany 
and Russia. In the second. Russia grabbed 
Lithuania and the Ukraine from Poland. 

After the second partition. Poland revolted 
against Czarisl Russia in a liberation struggle 
led by Thuddeus Koschiusko. The revolt was 
crushed and Russia. Prussia and Austria took 


the remainder of Poland in the third partition in 
1795-1796. 

Czar Alexander 1, who stopped Napoleon, 
reconstituted Poland us part of the settlement 
of the Napoleonic Wars in 1815. 

Congress Poland, as it was called, was ruled 
by a constitution — an anomaly in the Russian 
empire which was administered by decrees or 
the Czar. 

Europe at that time held its breath, much as 
world capitals have viewed tlie Kremlin's inten- 
tions in Poland the last 16 months as Solidarity 
transformed the nation. In 1830, Russian in- 
vaded the country to stem dissension. 

Poland remained under foreign rule until the 
end of World War 1 when a Polish republic was 
formed in 1918 under Jozef Pilsudski. who in a 
smarting blow to the nascent Soviet republic 
routed the Red Army as it moved on Warsaw. 

In the. 1930s. Poland was squeezed between 
Hitler and Stalin, while France and Britain 
regarded Poland us an ally with a strong army. 


Poland's doom was sealed in the Staiiri- 
Hitler Pact of 1939 with Stalin -giving 
Hiller a free hand in Poland in promise for a 
slice of Poland and to buy lime to prepare to 
fight Hitler himself. . 

On September I. 1939. Hitler ..invaded 
Poland, touching off World War II. The Poles 
resisted the “blitzrieg'* of tanks using mounted 
cavalry. Three weeks later, the Russians in- 
vaded from the east. 

Poland's losses were stagger* ogh? WOifctWar 
II. After the war, Russia kept its gains from the 
Hiller pact by annexing large areus of the coun-j 
try, but it enlarged Poland on the east with 
territory taken from the defeated Nazis — East 
Prussia. Pomerania and Silesia. 

Russia also gave Poland something else — a 
government .or Polish Communists who had 
been kept in Moscow during World War II. 

In one or the cities taken from Germany ~ 
Danzig. or Gdansk in Polish — the Solidarity 
union was born in September 1980. (UPI)

CAIRO (Reuter). — One of the late 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat's 
favourite resthouses, overlooking

The single-storey presidential 
resthouse was used by Sadat for 
meetings with world leaders.

Polish spy in U.S. gets life term 


LOS ANGELES (Reuter). — A 
Pole described by the prosecution 
as a "mastermind spy"' was jailed 
for life on Monday for conspiring to 
have copies of secret U-S. docu- 
ments on military weapons and 
radar systems passed to Poland. 

Marian Zacharski. 30. was con- 
victed mainly on the evidence of a 
former employee or the Hughes 
Aircraft Company. William Bell, 
who pleaded guilty to one charge of 
espionage and was jailed for eight 
years. 


The prosecution alleged that 
Zacharski, a Los Angeles busines- 
sman born in Gdynia, Poland, 
recruited Bell to deliver copies ol 
Hughes' documents to contacts in 
Switzerland and Austria over the 
past two years. 

Bell, 61, a radar engineer and 
aspiring author of spy novels, told 
the court during the 16-day trial that 
he had needed money. The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation estimated 
that Bell received more than SI 10,0- 
00 for the copies of the documents. 


Salvadoran army 
captures rebel 
radio station 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador 
(AP). — Army troops captured a 
clandestine radio transmitter 
belonging to anti-government guer- 
rillas in a surprise attack during a 
sweep through the northern 
province of Morazan. a military 
spokesman said on Monday. 

He said the transmitter was cap- 
tured on Saturday evening at a left- 
wing guerrilla base called Joya del 
Volcancillo about 112 kilometres 
northeast of the capital. 

Loss of the radio, which transmit- 
ted for two hours daily on a short 
wave frequency that could be 
monitored from Mexico to Costa 
Rica, will likely be a severe blqw to 
the leftists' ability lo counteract 
government publicity campaigns. 


SURPRISE VOTE. — In an un- 
precedented move. China joined 
the 14 other members of die UN 
Security Council on Monday in a 
unanimous vote favouring the ex- 
tension of the mandute for the UN

Japan seeks to

TOKYO (Reuter). — A special 
Japanese cabinet council is meeting 
to discuss ways of increasing im- 
ports and soothing strained trade 
relations with Western Europe and 
the U.S., government officials said 
yesterday. 

The council failed at an earlier 
meeting on November 17 to agree 
on any major steps to reduce 
Japan's trade surplus with the U.S. 
and the European Economic Com- 
munity. which is expected to reach 
more than S30b. in the current 
financial year. 

The International Trade and In- 
dustry Ministry said h would submit 
a plan at the council meeting to 
review Japan's non-tariff restric- 
tions on imports, for which Tokyo 
has come under heavy fire recently 
from its major trading partners. 

But the Finance Ministry’ said it is 
sticking to its proposal for an export 
surcharge to stem the flow of ship- 
ments out of Japan and at the same' 
time increase its revenue.

“I FEEL so terribly guilty, because 
I cannot nurse my baby!” Thj.frora 
a mother In her thirties who recent- 
ly gave birth to her first chid, and 
probably her last. Being cor v *nced 
of the superiority of breast-feeding 
over formula, for every conceivable 
reason, how shall 1 answer this 
mother? 

Dear J.M., J know h> w disap- 
pointed you must be to ir-iss out on 
the experience that is iK epitome 
of mothering. But fading guilty 
because you are not ab* to breast 
feed is not logical. All of us must 
come to terms with sundry ailments 
or disabilities, whiefe prevent us 
from doing things want to do. 
Coping with our individual realities 
,s what distinguishes '‘healthy 
adults.” 

So if you are denied an ex- 
perience lo which you have been 
looking forward, you can feel 
frustrated, ang?'* cheated or 
jealous: but you ‘rill soon get over 
these feelings a*d get on with the 
business of being the most 
proficient and roost loving kind of 
bottle-feeding jnother. 

If, in spite d" such advice, which 
you probably have told yourself, 
feelings of giik persist, if you feel 


sad and unsatisfied when feeding 
your baby or suffer from a pervasive 
but undefinable "down” then by all 
means get into a consultation with 
someone who is trained to help. 

On the subject of bottles, it’s 
worth repeating some general infor- 
mation. Infant-core literature today 
is so overwhelmingly concerned 
with encouraging breasL-fecdinc 
that it tends to ignore the bottle. A 
brand new mother, even one with 
on honours law degree, still needs to 
learn some elementary facts about 
using the No. I nursery accessory. If 
you're making formula and the in- 
structions call for “boiled water.” 
ask why. Boiling to reduce bacterial 
count is different from boiling to 
reduce mineral content, so don't let 
anyone intimate that you are asking 
stupid questions. (I needed a kind 
neighbour, a retired . chemistry 
professor, to explain the dif- 
ference.) 

To sterilize or not to sterilize 
seems Lo be a matter of opinion, but 
cleaning bottles properly is never 
open to question. The use of a brush 
is mandatory and repeated rinsing 
with a vigorous shake is necessary, 
because even a tiny bit of milk solid 
left behind accelerates spoilage. 


even in ihe refrigerator. When 
travelling don't carry lukewarm for- 
mula in the thermos. Don't laugh — 
this is a mistake that occurs with 
great regularity. And don't put left- 
over formula in the Iridge to use 
again. Shelf life is unpredictable 
once the formula has been healed, 
cooled and out of the fridge for hall 
an hour. 

THE BOTTLE baby is just as much 
entitled to his mother's arms as the 
breast-fed one. Since the skin-to- 
skin intimacy of nursing is not feasi- 
ble. maintain lots of eye contact. 
Yes, even with the newborn whom 
you assume cannot see. Stroke his 
cheek or forehead, and talk to him 
in dulcet tones while feeding. And 
just as a nursing mother needs lo 
make a special effort to anticipate 
interruptions or settle down another 
child before she starts to nurse, the 
mother who holds the bottle should 
also make every effort to keep the 
feeding time as calm as possible. If 
there's a pre-schooler in the house 
who cannot be depended on to keep 
himself out of mischief, tell him 
stories during the feeding time. If 
your voice is sort and your manner 
comfortable, both of the children

will be convinced that they are each 
getting your undivided attention. . 

Generally, bottle babies are given 
supplementary' foods sooner than 
breast-fed babies. Which foods and 
when, especially in the first two or 
three months is a decision affected 
by many variables. Whether the in- 
fant is under the care of a pediatri- 
cian or the local well-baby clinic, 
the goal is the same — » to introduce 
the necessary nutrients in a 
systematic fashion. 

A mother who chooses her in- 
fant’s earliest solids according to 
what her friends' and neighbours' 
babies are getting is making two 
mistakes. Unless she is very 
knowledgeable about nutrition in 
general and infants in particular, 
she is in danger of overlooking some 
special food that her baby needs. 
Secondly, she generally ends up of- 
fering too many different foods too 
soon, and this does not let the baby 
get to like each new food before the 
next one is offered. A mother is 
well-advised to stick with whatever 
food plan is offered to her, since all 
too soon the infant will be eating 
table food and her “comparison 
shopping” in regard to her infant's 
food will seem a -little silly in 


retrospect. 

The question most asked about . 
bottle feeding is when to wean. 
Generally the answer & just after 
the infant can gel .enough .nourish- 
ment without his bottle and before 
he becomes so attached to it that 
giving it up is difficult. This is a. 
function of the infant’s weight, 
general development, enthusiasm 
for solid food and, most important, 
his or her ability to take from a cup 
a pint of milk, or whatever amount 
your doctor or baby clinic sets as 
the minimum daily requirement. 

Holding the baby on your 
lap while giving him a drink from the 
cup makes the transition easier, if 
he's young enough so that the lap is 
more important to him than the bot- 
tle. An infant who is old enough to 
walk around with his bottle, or who 
wants a bdttle when put in bed is 
well on the way to investing his bot- 
tle with all the attributes of a 
security blanket. If he's-old enough 
to demand a bottle , at bed-time or, 
as often happens, when he wakes in 
the middle of the night, he's already 
past the point when he should have 
been, weaned. Then a mother, has 
two choices: to take away the bottle 
in spite of serious protest, or to let

FIRST- 


ERICH GOTTGETREU, whose 
shloshim was observed this week, 
had the all distinguishing qualities 
of a first-class journalist —■■he was a 
reliable reporter with a hunger for 
information and an excellent 
memor,. But he was different from 
the herd. 

Journalists are expected to be 
tough and sarcastic and though 
Erich reached the top of his profes- 
sion — first as a leading member of 
the pre-World War'll German 
Socialist press and then as a cor- 
respondent for the Egyptian foreign 
language press and for two and a 
half decades as one for the As- 
sociated Press here — he was a gen- 
tle, perceptive man. He rarely 
became angry despite the irritating 
pressure and profound respon- 
sibility of his work. 

He was a veteran Jerusalemite 
who spurned tempting offers to 
move elsewhere and an ardent col- 
lector of books. His remarkable 
library contained many rare first 
editions. He was also a lover of 
music and art, and his broad 
knowledge enriched his genial feuil- 
letons. He was unique perhaps in his 
encyclopedic knowledge of Euro- 
pean history. Among the letters sent 
to his w idow Sonja were ones of ad- 
miration. from, Willy .JBragdl and 
German Foreign Minister Haris 
Dietrich Genscher. 


Computer offers vocational guidance 


The Israel National Council for 
Research and Development has 
awarded a grant of 1$ 180,000 for 
e\aluating the services of Meitam, 
the country's only computerized oc- 
cupational guidance system, located 
at the Hadassah Vocational 
Guidance Institute in Jerusalem. 

First opened to the public in 
April 1981. Meitam, which 
“speaks" only in Hebrew, has thus 
far been used by 200 clients. The in- 
dividual using the system quickly 
learns to “converse" with the com- 
puter. After supplying ihe computer 
with personal data and an interest 
inventory. Meitam presents a 
televised list of occupations in the 
area and on the level which are 
suited for the client. 

Then, by typing out the code 
number of an occupation in this list, 
the client is presented with informa- 
tion in any or all of these areas: job 
description, educational prepara- 
tion for the career, institutions of 
learning, and additional sources of 
information. Meitam currently has 
stored information on about 250 oc- 
cupations in Israel, and its memory 
is continuously being augmented.

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flaking pastryiis not a piece of cake, Haim Shapiro finds, 
in conversation with Jerusalem Hilton pastry chef Hanoch Bertele. 



-AS IN aitheatre, there is always a moment of 
suspense when orie goes behind the scenes in 
a large'hotel. / 

« The atmosphere' of opulence suddenly 
changes to one of efficiency and hard work. 
Marble is replaced by stainless steel. 1 had an 
opportunity to visit the back of the house 
recently when I spoke to Hanoch Bertele, 
Who headache. newly expanded pastry opera- 
tion at the Jerusalem Hilton Hotel. As a "new 
feature, the hotel is about to begin selling 
take-away cakes to the general public. 

: . M part of the project, the hotel's pastry 
Kitchen is already baking more cakes than 
&ver before. Bertele estimated that 400 to 500 
portions leave the kitchen daily, not including 


desserts, such as mousse or breakfast rolls. 
There is already a strict division between 
dairy' and parve cakes, with separate equip- 
ment and working areas. 

Bertele himself, an expert in sugar blowing, 
was bom in southern Germany and came to 
Israel to work at the Tel Aviv Hilton in 1967. 
Soon after, he met the girl who was to become 
his wife. It was she. he said, w ho taught him .to 
: love Israel and everything about it. He also 
began studying to convert to Judaism, a step 
which he says he came to feel was the “right 
thing" irrespective of his marriage. 

Now with three boys and a girl and a home 
in the Tel Aviv area, he feels settled. On a re- 
cent visit to Germany he said, he felt he didn’t

belong. It was a relief when he arrived back in 
Israel. 

.That visit itself was also of interest. He 
went as part of a team of five chefs who 
prepared the culinary part of an Israeli 
evening at the annual ball of the Association 
of German Journalists, a group which every 
year invites a-different country for the event. 

Bertele was envious of the ingredients 
available to the German chefs, but, in con- 
trast to the usual stereotype, he felt that the 
Germans' working habits were far inferior. 
Their repertoire was far more limited than 
that of the Israelis, as was the amount they 
produced, he felt. 

But he would be very happy to have the 
range of materials available to them: chopped 
nuts, graded according to size, various types 
of flour and butter containing less water than 
the Israeli product. 

The son of a family of hoteliers from a 
village near the Swiss and Austrian borders, 
he seems happiest with the rich cakes of that 
area, although he also makes such items as 
apple pie. When he first came to Israel, he ex- 
plained, he had to revise ail of his recipes to 
adapt them to local products and conditions. 

Now he demands that all of his bakers use 
the same recipes. “A cake should taste and 
look the same today as it did yesterday," he 
insists. "Baking is an exact science." 

But he does have some room for artistic ex- 
pression. It is in the field of sugar blowing 
where he is probably the country’s leading ar- 
tisan. The sugar, he explained, is first melted 
in a thick water solution, then cooled on mar- 
ble (no other surface will do) and then 
reheated to the point of pliability. Then, 
working much as a glassblower. he makes 
marvellous shapes that serve as centrepieces 
* for special occasions. 

It is a job that requires a great deal of exac- 
titude and dexterity. If the sculpture Lakes too 
long, the sugar will harden. If it is finished too 
soon, it will start to droop before it cools. 

His forms include flowers, swans and signs 
of the zodiac. The only problem is that the 
onlooker finds it hard to believe that the 
sculpture is indeed sugar. Too often, he says, 
someone will test it and break it. Otherwise, 
the sculptures usually go home with the guests 
at the end of the evening. 

Getting back to the cakes, Bertele presen- 
ted me with a platter “to try out.” I must ad- 
mit that I was only able to taste about five of 
them before I gave up — I just couldn't eat 
any more. But my favourites of the ones I did 
taste were a German cheese and cream cake, 
beautifully light and smooth, with just the hint 
of a crust above and below, and a Swiss nut 
torte which I was surprised to learn, achieved 
its caramel-iike consistency with cream as 
well. 

As for American cheese cake, -something I 
often long for, Bertele said it could not be 
made in Israel. There just was no replacement 
for American cream cheese. 

But even if it cannot make an^American 
cheese cake, the Hilton balcet^fS' succeeding 
in quite a different sphere, one in which it has 
been working quietly and, it would seem very 
effectively. 

When I asked Bertele how many people 
were working in the bake shop, he told me 
seven — and two soldiers. When asked why 
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Bertele busy creating a swan (left), while colleagues put finishing touches to pasodest (Rithard Charbit) 



the army was providing the hotel with staff, he 
explained that the two soldiers were taking 
part in an experimental programme in 
cooperation with the hotel, training them as 
part of their army service. 

At this point, the soldiers, who otherwise 
might not learn a profession, have their own . 
staff sergeant on hand. Two days a week they 
take off to attend classes. So far Bertele said, 
everyone concerned, soldiers, hotel and 
army, are all happy and they hope to expand 
the programme. 

As for himself, he serves in the. armoured 
corps in his army reserve service. Like his 
time at home, where he also stays out of the 
kitchen, he regards the army as a chance to 
refresh himself. 

When he was inducted, he said, they asked 
him what he- did.", r • , - 

“1 said* I worke'd in a hot'il and wtfeflthey 
asked me what I did there, I said, ‘Oh, I carry 
things back and forth’," he notes with a 
twinkle in his eye. 

In fact, he does not eat cakes as a rule. He 
is one of the few bakers i have seen who is 
thin as a rail.

Warm weather favours 
the reds, writes wine 
columnist David Arlev. 

IF THE PAST two weeks are 
anything lo go by there is absolutely 
no need .to discuss wine as a winter 
drink. As I write these lines well 
into the second week of December 
the sun is steaming in through the 
window and the autumn leaves are 
so crisp one can hear each one fall 
onto the bed of dry foliage below. 

It is one of the paradoxes ol wine 
production in this country that the 
climate is most suited to the produc- 
tion of full-bodied red wines while 
the same hot climate favours the 
consumption of lighter whites and 
roses. If I may be allowed a dash of 
.scientific jargon there is an "inverse 
relationship” between the 
suitability of the climate for produc- 
tion and suitability for consump- 
tion. 

The long hot hours of our sum- 
mer make the production of whites 
and roses even more dependent on 
technology than in many other parts 
of the world and a summer meal ac- 
companied by too much red w-ine 
will all too often be followed by a 
headache. 

We are not, however, entirely 
alone on this. Wines are produced 
all along the southern seaboard of 
Europe as well as in Australia, 
South Africa and California where 
the climate is often very similar to 
ours. 

With the introduction of control- 
led fermentation and refrigerated 
storage many producers in these 
countries can produce fine whites 
and roses, but the Spanish have for 
some time used their red wine to 
produce a coo! and refreshing sum- 
mer drink, sangria. A dry-red wine 
is mixed with various citrus juices 
and served chilled with a dash of 
soda. 

While the Spanish have been in- 
ventive with their red wines, 
adapting them for summer con- 
sumption, the Germans have had to 
cope with their cool climate which 
produces some of the world's most 
famous white wines, but results in 
rather thin reds. 

I am grateful to a letter from, 
a Post colleague who suggest- 
ed sangria and mulled wine and 
sparked off the idea of writing about 
wine during the winter. The 
Vicnncse-lype cafes which have 
almost disappeared in Jerusalem 
but were once n prominent feature 
of its social life used to serve a 


Gfuhwein which they made by heating 
a glass of cheap red wine with the 
steam from the espresso machine. It; 
was served on a thick white saucer 
— you added sugar to taste and if 
you were lucky, had a stick of old ' 
cinammon added at the last mo- 
ment. 

Since then 1 have tasted better 
versions and offer the following 
recipe: For each bottle of red wine 
add a tot of brandy and a tot of 
apricot brandy. Dissolve a couple of 
lumps of sugar. Add a slick of cin- 


namon and admail piece of lemon 
and heat until almosfboiluig. 

The same colleague mentioned the 
Carmel: Adorn A'tik “Superior” as 
suitable for mulled wine and 
sangria, arad 1 couldn’t disagree, 
although if the wine has been badly 
stored as it so often is, h is only 
suitable for making a marinade. The 
Adorn Atik is usually 85 per dent 
based on the Carignan grape but is 
not as carefully fermented as the 
wine bearing the cultivar-tvpc oh its 
label.

Medioni pointed out that 
this guarantees that the poultry is of 
high quality, and prepared in the 
most hygienic ways possible. Since 
the plant is in the Jerusalem Cor- 
ridor, they carry also the prestigious 
kashrut certificate of the Jerusalem 
Rabbinate. 

The OJ products, which are 
bought frozen, can be kepi in home 
freezers at temperatures of -I8C. 
Dr. Gideon Nahor, manager of the 
OJ plant, said although there is no 
production date on the packages, if 
kept in a frozen state from store lo 
home freezer, the product can be 
kept for six months. 

Among products being sold at 
present are poultry wings and drum- 
sticks, and boneless pans of poultry 
meat, designed in rings and half- 
moon shapes, ready fried with a 
coating of breadcrumbs. 

The plant is now producing about 
six to seven tons of Tried products 
per day and they hope to double 
these quantities soon, when the 
plant will be working ftilly. 

They plan to extend the menu to 
offer a full range of what they call 
TV dinners, where all the consumer 
has to do is thaw, heat and serve the 
dishes. Also they intend to offer 
their produce to the companies 
catering to different airlines. 

The next step in the development 
of the processing plant will be to 
produce canned poultry meat. They 
hope that with the frozen and can- 
ned products they will be able to 
divert their produce to exports. 

In Israel, OJ is marketed through

Cut-throat travel war claims victim

TEL AVIV. — Senior officials in 
two British firms which bring tens of 
thousands of tourists here 
threatened to pull out of Israel un- 
less the government curbs the stiff 
competition which has been hurting 
them. “Everybody is cutting each 
other’s throat,” one executive told 
The Jerusalem Post. 

The threats were made to the 
Ministries of Transport and Tourism 
after Venus Travel of London went 
bankrupt several days ago. Venus 
had specialized in tourism to Israel, 
bringing some 20,000 of an es- 
timated 150,000 British tourists a 
year. 

Moshe Amir, chairman of the 
Hotel Association, claimed that 
Venus owed Israeli hotels S600.000. 
Venus' creditors are to meet in 
London tomorrow, and a Ramada 
Hotel source said he expected to 
retrieve no more than 10 cents per 
dollar, “if at all.” 

Some travel industry sources 
blamed Venus for the price war. 
Established companies prepared 
package tours nine to 18 months in 
advance, but clients cancelled 
reservations when Venus and 
another company offered nuch 
cheaper deals at the last minute. 
Thompsons, for example, left the 
market, but others joined the tough 
competition to fill available space in 
aircraft and hotels. 

The situation worsened when 
Maof joined the race, the financial 
controller of Travel the World said 
in an interview. " Before Maof came 
on the scene we all survived,” Olga 
Scott said, but El AI and Maof 
started a price war. “It’s hard to 
compete with two companies who 


cut each other’s throat. We have 
had to cut our own too.*' she com- 
plained. 

Until recently Maof sold round- 
trip tickets to London for as little as 
S199. It was a fare which — at best 
“ just covered the company's ex- 
penses, Ittamar Bernstein of the 
Civil Aviation Authority said. 
Bernstein reportedly agreed to a re- 
quest by Venus and Travel the 
World to intervene. 

Bernstein then wrote El Al and 
Maof that the government cannot 
approve their “dumping fares," and 
said they should raise them. But El 
AI and Maof resisted and the CAA 
dropped the matter. . 

Maof nevertheless raised its fare 
to S235 for a 10-day stay (compared 
with S264 on scheduled carriers). 
Len Charney, Maofs commercial 
manager, said “it's a price we're 
satisfied with. It’s a money-making 
price." 

Derek Brady, British Airways 
senior representative here, said the 
$264 fare covers his company's 
variable costs but not all the fixed 
expeases. 

Travel the World, which brings in 
about 20,000 tourists a year, said it 
could not meet such prices. A seat, 
without overhead, costs the com- 
pany S234, and with overhead S260, 
Scott said. 

She alleged that El Al made 
things worse by "dumping’' even 
cheaper tickets on the British 
market. “We bought a ticket for 
£106 (S2I2). We have that ticket and 
the receipt,” she claimed. 

Several hundred Venus Travel 
clients who bought charter (lights 
here will not suffer. Travel the 
World will pick up the tabs and be 
refunded by the Association of 


British Travel Agents. Israelis 
abroad will be protected because all 
charter operators deposit a bond 
with the government — and that is 
being cashed. 

British Airways recently in- 
formed the government it planned 
to cut its summer service to Israel to 
three or four flights a week, and that 
it may cease all scheduled services 
then unless charter flights are 
regulated. 

Likewise, Travel the World in- 
formed the Ministry of Tourism last 
Friday dial if the government will 
not do “something about controll- 
ing prices — we’ll be forced to pull 
out. Unless the government steps in 
and imposes a minimum fare on El 
Al and Maof, most of the operators 
will put out,” Scott said. 

Commenting on these develop- 
ments. an aide to Tourism Minister 
Avraham Sharir said that an inter- 
ministerial committee is reviewing 
Israel’s aviation policy with the aim 
of finding a way to stabilize the 
market.

Israel is losing European tourists

Israel’s chances of attracting 
European tourism are becoming 
slimmer by the day, according to 
reports submitted to the Tourism . 
Council last night in Jerusalem. 

The council, set up by Tourisn 
Minister Avraham Sharir to deal 
with the growing crisis in the in- 
dustry, heard Tourism Ministry 
Director General Raphael Farber 
report that Israel is not trying hard 
enough to attract European tourists. 
El Al and the ministry, he said, 
totally lack coordination in their 


sales campaigns'. 

Farber said that a European 
public relations firm would be 
employed to coordinate public rela- 
tions efforts- there. 

Shmue! Pilovsky, head of the 
council’s marketing committee, said 
that if there is no increase in pop- 
ular demand for holidays in Israel, 
several wholesalers have said they 
will take the country off their an- 
nual brochures. With a drop in 
visitors from practically every 
country in Europe, he said, there is 
complete ignorance of Israel as a 
tourist attraction, especially in 
provincial European towns. 


LONDON (Reuter). — Gold and 
the dollar eased back on financial 
markets around the world yester- 
day, losing some of the sharp gains 
made Monday in tbe hectic reaction 
to the military takeover in Poland.

Airlines lose $900m. on inifl routes 


Apartment hotel off ers shelter 
for American taxpayers 


GENEVA (AP)..— Airline losses on 
all international services are ex- 
pected to total $900 million this 
year, according to projections made 
by the International Air Transport 
Association, an IATA spokesman 
said. 

Spokesman John Brindley said on 
the North Atlantic routes alone, the 
1981 losses were estimated at about 
5650m. 

The estimates were cited at the 
end of a first round of IATA talks 
on reforming the tariff situation on 
routes between the U.S. and 


-Europe. A second round is to be 
held in New York in January. 

The Geneva talks, attended by 
executives of 27 airlines, were 
described by IATA director-general 
fCnut Hammarskjold as a first step 
towards tariff clarity and flexibility, 
and a coherent fares structure. 

Hammarskjold said he believes 
tbe talks will produce a new tariff 
formula that “is responsive to con- 
sumer needs, encourages workable 
competition and offers innovative 
low fares.”

TEL AVIV.. — American citizens, 
who pay 45 per cent or more in- 
come tax on their “marginal dol- 
lar.” can receive considerable tax 
shelter benefits by buying a fiat in 
the Mandarin Hotel here, according 
to Robert Danial of International 
Time Ownership. Inc. 

He said that for persons in this in- 
come tax bracket the savings in the 
Mandarin's time-sharing plan could 
be some 40 per cent of the total cost 
of buying such a fiat. 

The tax-saving shelter is based on 
taking advantage of Israel’s soaring 
inflation, and assumes that the rate 
of inflation will continue at the rate 
of about 100 per cent, during the 
next decade; as well as the fact that 
the tax on capital gains will be only 
20 per cent. 

The other time-sharing company 
in Israel, the Tiberias Club Hotel, 


has not yet arranged similar tax- 
shelter advantages. 

“After considerable research 
done by American (the firm of 
Hirschtritt, Hirschtritt & Gold, of 
Chicago) and Israeli tax experts,” 
Danial said, "this plan has been ap- 
proved by the Bank of Israel, as well 
as by the Tefahot Mortgage Bank, 
which will help finance the 
programme.” 

However, it is limited to 40 rooms 
(or 15 flats) out of the 200 rooms be- 
ing offered for sale in the Mandarin 
Hotel. 

Each room costs between $62,000 
and $68,000, depending on the 
floor, plus a 12 per cent VATphis-a 
5 per cent (closing cost) transfer 
fees, plus legal and stamp fees. 
The buyer has the use of the flat for 
two weeks of the year, or he can 
“switch” with another buyer in a 
different country who has joined a- 
similar scheme. 


Africans to form trade area 


LUSAKA, Zambia (Reuter). — 
After four years of tough negotia- 
tions, 18 east and southern African 
nations are ready to forget some of 
their differences and sign a treaty 
aimed at boosting trade and improv- 
ing the lot of their 75 million people. 

Leaders of the countries are due 
to sign a treaty next week in Lusaka 
establishing a regional Preferential 
Trade Area (PTA). whose aim is to 
reduce and eliminate trade barriers, 
simplify and harmonize trade docu- 
ments, and achieve customs 
cooperation. 

The PTA region stretches from 
•Djibouti at the* <$f “ 

the Red Sea to Lesotho, an enclave 
in the heart of South Africa, and 
from Angola on the Atlantic to . 
Mauritius, 2,500 kilometres out in 
the Indian Ocean. 

The countries share almost total 
dependence* on primary com- 


modities for export earnings, most 
have unconvertible currencies, and 
each has formidable tariff and 
customs barriers to protect meagre 
foreign exchange reserves and 
fledgling industries. 

Western diplomats here note 
similarities between the PTA and- 
the nine-nation Southern African 
Development. Coordinating 
Conference (SADCC).foundcd henj 
20 months ago. •

Ministry budget for R&D grants on the rise 29% of China’s budget—; fotf subsidies 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — Government grams 
for research and development have 
been raised by 33 per cent in real 
terms this year, and will be raised by 
another 33 per cent next year, 
Professor Arieh Lavie, chief scien- 
tist in the Ministry of Trade and In- 
dustry. announced here. 

“Budgets were raised from IS22.5 
million to IS30ra. this year, and will 
be raised to IS40m. next year,” he 
said. 

Lavie noted that “for the first 
time in five years, due to the pres- 
sure of Israeli companies applying 


for grants”, we have had to institute 
new rules. 

The most important ones are that 
no plant can receive a grant larger 
than eight per cent of the entire 
ministry budget for grants and no 
plant can receive a grant amounting 
to more than 10 per cent of its tur- 
nover. 


PEKING (Reuter)..— China dis- 
closed recently that it is paying huge 
and rising subsidies to hold down 
the price of food and necessities. 

A Finance Ministry official told 
the National People’s Congress 
(NPC), China's parliament, that the 
cost this year was to be 32 billion 
yuan ($1 8b.). 


_ The subsidies equal 29 percent of 
projected spending this year. Most 
of it will go on cereals, cooking oil. 
meat, fish, eggs, vegetables, 
household coal and cotton. 

'Subsidies have risen from 7.8b. 
yuan ($4.5b.) in 1978 to 20,8b. yuan

By MACABEE DEAN 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — a mad rush to sell 
shares hit the stock markei yester- 
day, with some 93 of the shares be- 
ing listed as “sellers only.*' while 
another 87 shares fell by more than 
five per cent and found buyers at 
the lower price. The turnover in 
shares rose to IS420 million, con- 
siderably more than the IS 244m. of 
the previous day. 

There was a definite shift of 
money into bonds, especially index- 
linked, and the total turnover was 
ISI 24.7m, compared to lS77m. the

previous day. However, most bonds 
did not rise in price. 

Some might connect the rush to 
sell solely to the political situation, 
but the weakness of the market was 
already fell on Monday, with many 
sell orders reaching the market 
before the political developments 
were widely known. 

Of the ‘wild swingers’, those 
shares which fluctuated the most in 
either direction, all fell. The largest

drop was with Zur options which 
lost 19.5 per cent,- and several other 
shares fell ten per cent. They in- 
clude: Sahar registered, Rapk 0.1, 
Azorim, Ordan 0.1.

All categories of shares except 
commercial banks fell yesterday. 
Mortgage banks fell by two to six 
per cent, while special financial in- 
stitutions fell by up to seven per 
cent. All other other categories ex- 
cept commercial banks fell by ten 
per cent. 

As for commercial banks, the 
"big three'* were, as usual, unaf- 
fected by the market’s collapse, and 
for the most part even rose slightly. 


Some Hapoalim options did fall, as 
did its preferred shares. 

The small banks, however, took a 
beating. All the shares, of Union 
Bank fell, ranging from 0.8 per cent 
to 3.1 per cent. Mizrahi shares also 
tumbled, in one case by up to 3.6 
per cent, but Mizrahi registered 
remained firm despite huge offers to 
sell. 

Maritime 0.5 remained firm, but 
its other shares fell by six and 10 per 
cent, and General Bank's shares 
fell, with one of its options losing 12 
per cent. Danot and FIB1 lost 
heavily.

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What next? 


NOW THAT the bill for the annexation of the Golan has been writ- 
ten into law, what next for the country? 

The new law. it has been pointed out, is not a genuine instrument 
of annexation: plainly it does noL fulfill all the requirements under in- 
ternational law for the extension of Israeli sovereignty to the Golan. 
This argument will in all likelihood be employed abroad in an effort 
to blunt the impact of the Knesset's vote Monday night. But it will 
not cut much ice. 

There has never been any doubt that, if any of the occupied 
territories were to be annexed, the indigenous population would not 
as a result receive automatic Israeli citizenship, and this is ap- 
parently true for the Golan. What has mattered, at all times, 
however, was the intention to annex, and in the case of the Golan the 
intention was precisely that: to make the area part and parcel of 
Israel. That is how the outside world, too, will doubtless treat it. 

Official quarters in Jerusalem may-derive comfort from the fact 
that all hell has not broken loose, in the outside world, as yeL But the 
shape of foreign reactions to come may already be discerned from 
outraged expressions of disapproval voiced in friendly capitals, not 
least in Washington. 

The prospect that the U.S. would cast a veto to block an anti-Israel 
resolution, with teeth, in the Security Council, when it gels down to 
considering Syria's complaint about the Golan, is rather slim. 
Defence Secretary Caspar Weinberger hinted yesterday, while 
criticizing the annexation as a provocative obstruction of the peace 
process, that the U.S. might in fact resort to sanctions of its own, as it 
did following the bombing of (he Iraqi nuclear reactor. The 
memorandum on strategic cooperation, which Mr. Begin has fan- 
cied as a bright jewel in his crown, could now turn into an ordinary 
little stone, after all. 

President Mitterrand could put off his scheduled visit to Israel next 
February, which was to set a solemn seal on the rapprochement bet- 
ween the two long estranged countries. The chances that France, 
along with Britain, Holland and Italy, would join the peacekeeping 
force in Sinai, under conditions acceptable to Israel, have also dim- 
med. The African countries which were to resume normal relations 
with Israel — and have already been put off by Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon's loose talk about his plans to step up arms supplies to 
South Africa, where he visited recently — may now have second 
thoughts. 

The one major consolation is that Egypt, as President Hosnj 
Mubarak made explicit yesterday, would not join Syria if the latter 
attacked Israel. That pledge, like all current Egyptian pledges, is 
doubtless fully valid until April 25. Beyond that date, however, lies 
the threat of a breakdown of the peace process under such hammer 
blows as the one delivered by Mr. Begin through the Golan law. 

Whether Syria would in fact go to war, on its own, and in the near 
future, is obviously moot. Syria's immediate response to the 
Knesset's action was to label it a declaration of war and an abroga- 
tion of the cease-fire in the north. But the verbal fireworks have not 
been accompanied by warlike preparations on the ground. President 
Assad is reputed to be a careful and deliberate man: on the other 
hand, fie was co-author of the Yom Kippur War. 

President" Assad might decide to risk war on the not unreasonable 
assumption that he could, in present circumstances, snatch political 
victory even from the jaws of military defeat. The question is: would 
Mr. Begins government, for its reasons, try to goad him to it? 

The question is not flippant. Former Chief 'of Staff Mordechai 
Gur, speaking at a meeting of the Alignment faction Monday night, 
recalled hearing Mr. Sharon on several occasions argue that the only 
right approach to the Syrian problem was through an ordeal by fire. 
So far there has been no rebuttal of this allegation of warmongering 
on Mr. Sharon’s part, reiterated by Mr. Gur on the radio yesterday. 

Before the Knesset went into its fateful session, on Monday. 
Justice Minister Moshe Nissim assured the nation that the cabinet 
had weighed all possible consequences of the passage of the Golan 
law, and found them no bar to action. Mr. Nissim’s assurances were 
not very persuasive when they were mpde. and they have become 
even less so since then. 


Good old inflation 


THE 5.8 per cent rise in November's price index (103.1 percent since 
November 1980) is not spectacular, measured by the inflation rales of 
recent months. But in comparison with lust year, when prices rose by 
9,4 per cent in No\ ember, and by 137.6 per cent in the preceding 12 
months, it represents a substantial slowdown of inflation. 

The Treasury accompanied publication of the index yesterday with 
the laconic statement that it is “continuing to do ail that is necessary 
and possible in the prevailing circumstances to restrain the rise in the 
price index.” The massive subsidization of basic consumer goods and 
services that represents “all that is necessary and possible” will this 
year cost some IS 1 8b. 

Virtually all of that cash comes off the printing press. Part of it goes 
back to the Treasury via savings that are re-lent to it through the 
financial intermediaries, mostly on increasingly onerous terms. But 
the greater part fuels private consumption, which has risen by a hefty 
14 per cent this year. 

Such a rise in private consumption is unprecedented in the lost 25 
years, including many years of high economic growth. It is certainly 
unwarranted when output is near-stagnant. 

Finance Minister. Yoram Aridor. who sees the artificial repression 
of inflation as the lever by which he will move the world, insists that 
he will not deviate from his present course. The question is whether 
that is possible and whether it would be any good. 

Economists have long be£n predicting that inflation could not be 
repressed forever. Yet Mr. Aridor holds on to his belief that if only he 
holds out until people come to believe that inflation is slowing down, 
it will slow down of itself, and then he will be able to phase out (he 
subsidies gradually. 

Mr. Aridor seems to underestimate the sophistication of a public 
that has become wise, over years, in the ways of inflation. Since the 
public is very well aware that inflation is held down only os long as 
the Treasury goes on paying out subsidies, there is no basis for the 
belief that it will not adjust its expectations to the government's sub- 
sidization policy itself. 

The fight against overt inflation — successful, so far. on the surface 
— can therefore go on only as long as Mr. Aridor is prepared to pay 
the price. As soon as he stops, his victories will turn into defeat. 

Printing money to finance public expenditure for which there is no 
other revenue.’ is inflationary under most circumstances. Had Mr. 
Aridor been priming money to spark off investment and raise 
productivity, there would at least have been the hope that in time 
output would rise and higher productivity would lower costs. As it is. 
the finance minister has boosted consumption and imports, and has 
mortgaged the future ever more heavily.

Israeli socialism 


MIKHAIL AGURSKY calls for a socialist revival in Israel and 
for the creation of a new Socialist International. 


THE DOMESTIC political and 
social changes in Israel are a reac- 
tion against socialism, which some 
people blame for all our misfor- 
tunes. Socialism, they claim, causes 
our inflation, moral and social 
problems, and the rifts among the 
various ethnic communities. 

It is unrealistic to claim that all 
these accusations are sheer fabrica- 
tion, but to prove them one must do 
at least two things: establish a causal 
connection between Israeli 
socialism and the negative aspects 
of Israeli life; and analyse what can 
be done to ameliorate the problems. 

The first required Lask is not so 
easy. If the country's social system 
has deteriorated, it doesn't neces- 
sarily mean it was due to the 
socialist foundation of Israeli 
economics. Perhaps it is better to 
ask whether the deterioration was 
caused by the deformation of 
socialist concepts. 

In fact, there is no ideology, idea 
or concept that is not compromised 
in the course of time. No religion or 
philosophy is immune to degenera- 
tion. Historical Christianity is 
responsible for intolerance, the 
persecution of Jews and other 
religious minorities as well as 
cultural, vandalism against ancient 
Greek and Roman culture. 
Catholicism is responsible for the 
Inquisition and the corruptive 
medieval clergy and papacy. Even 
Judaism has been discredited by 
Jewish chauvinists and ritualists. 
Secular philosophy gave birth to 
crude materialism, Marxism and 
atheism. Revolutionary radicalism 
is responsible for political terror, 
totalitarianism and the gulag. The 
list goes on. 

Thus, it is a tragedy of life that 
everything, even the noblest ideals, 
has the capacity for terrifyingly 
negative effects. 


This is an existential, dialectical 
tragedy. Deep love, can often 
become a dark hatred; friends can 
become enemies, and aspiration to 
knowledge may end in rigid ig- 
norance. Nevertheless, the inherent 
possibility of potential degeneration 
should not discredit the original 
idea, and no idea should be judged 
by the danger of its degeneration. 

Socialism, as a word, is misused, 
and is applied to extremely different 
ideologies and outlooks. Everyone 
who calls himself a “socialist-' 
would claim that he is for social 
equality. But that term means 
various things. 

Israeli socialism appears to have 
been a rather unique phenomenon 
despite the fact that it seemed to 
most Israeli socialists as a universal 
phenomenon. It was a rebellion 
against the traditional structure of 
galut Jewish life, where internal af- 
fairs were dominated by the 
wealthy. But, unlike other socialists, 
young Zionists didn't want to ex- 
propriate Jewish capitalists. They 
wanted only to build a socialist state 
without capitalists in Eretz Yisrael. 
Moreover, Zionist socialism was 
never totalitarian; it didn't create an 
obligatory way of life. Those who 
didn't want to live in socialist com- 
munities like the kibbutzim could 
follow a different way of fife. 

The peaceful Zionist revolution 
created, from the very beginning, an 
ambivalence towards the highly 
bourgeois Jewish Diaspora. Zionists 
established their own power centre, 
which was politically independent 
of Diaspora leadership but 
dependent on its financial support 
and thus liable to interference in in- 
ternal affairs. This was a signal of 
future degeneration. 

The Zionist socialists were in- 
spired by their desire to return to 
the land, to work with their hands, 


to create an agricultural nation. 
They succeeded in this, but very 
soon the flourishing agriculture 
created new, well-ofF “peasants” 
who had forgotten their early ideals, 
even stooping to using outside, paid 
labour. Israeli socialists succeeded 
in building communal patterns, but 
later some of these became 
privileged groups that are reminis- 
cent of exclusive clubs. 

They wanted to create a 
humanistic society. But since they 
unconsciously enjoyed secularized 
Judaism, the attempt to transfer 
1 their values to unprepared Oriental 
Jewish communities proved dis- 
astrous. Then the socialists lost 
many of their own values. 

So today, Israeli society is also 
ailing (still not mortally). What 
medicine is recommended? What 
we are seeing can be called an anti- 
Zionist rebellion of the galut Jew 
under the cover of ultra-Zionism. 
There is a frontal attack on 
Zionism's best achievements, which 
were socialist par excellence and 
whose foundations have survived in 
a rudimentary form despite the pas- 
sage of time. 

Some gofur-minded Jews, who 
disparage physical work, are averse 
to collectivism and want to destroy 
all Israeli communal socialism as a 
matter of principle. They reject 
humanistic values not because they 
are religious, but because they are 
amoral and rationalist. Certainly, 
Likud leaders will not identify with 
such a gahit Jew, but they will rely 
on him in their struggle for power. 
He is their political foundation. In 
this way. the Likud leaders simply 
ruin the very foundation of Israeli 
society. 

What is the alternative? To de- 
fend the Israeli Labour movement 
as it exists today? Not at all. The 
Labour movement is itself a corrup- 
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tion of Israeli socialism. The only 
solution is a socialist revival that 
can be accomplished both within 
the existing frameworks and out- 
side them. Whatever old ideals can- 
not be revived will disappear. 

It is impossible to expect that 
everyone in the Labour movement 
will take part in the revival. Even a 
small group of people from kibbut- 
zim, factories and universities could 
transform the movement. They 
must learn from past mistakes. The 
whole principle of the consumer 
society laid down in the Israeli 
system must be erased. 

In addition, these revivalists must 
find new ways to integrate Arabs in 
Israeli society. Socialists musi 
realize that until Soviet imperialist 
intervention in our area ends, there 
will be no real chance of a lasting 
peace. They must realize that 
“Soviet socialism'' has nothing to 
do with their social ideals, and that 
the struggle against Soviet 
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MODERN ZIONISM was forged to 
save the Jewish people from dis- 
crimination and extinction, it was a 
reaction to the emancipation 
period, which gave rights to in- 
dividual Jews, but not to the collec- 
tive Jewish people. Zionism is con- 
cerned primarily with the destiny of 
the people, not with the lot of in- 
dividual Jews. 

Jewish tradition enjoins all Jews 
to help their brothers as individuals, 
through a myriad of mitzvoi, from 
tzedaka (charity) to pidyon shevuyim 
(ransoming imprisoned Jews). This 
is part of our age-old religious 
ethos. “All Jews are responsible for 
one another" (Shavuot 39a). But this 
is not Zionism. 

The organized Zionist movement 
seeks to ensure a meaningful 
societal survival. The State of Israel 
is the indispensable means in this 
process, the end being the Jewish 
people — its sheer collective ex- 
istence, the quality of its Jewish life, 
the standard of its national norms, 
the expression of its sense of 
historic destiny. 

However, before Jews can relate 
to these national purposes, they 
must guarantee their viability as a 
religio-national entity. Any environ- 
ment or society that threatens or en- 
dangers this peoplehood existence 
is the nemesb of Judaism, and 


Drop-outs and Zionism

Zionism. The loss of our collective 
life spells the end of our place in 
history, and the result is the same 
whether our people be decimated 
through cruel acts of physical an- 
nihilation. or whether it dis- 
integrates and disappears through 
religious intermarriage and 
overwhelming cultural assimilation. 


THIS CRUCIAL truth is 
overlooked in the current debate 
with Jewish libertarians. These 
claim that Jews leaving the Soviet 
Union should be given the freedom 
to choose between the US. and 
Israel. Israeli spokesmen counter 
that these Jews were given exit per- 
mits from Russia on the condition 
that they come to Israel, thereby 
honouring the current, though in- 
consistent, Soviet policy that 
acknowledges the reunification of 
families in certain countries. 

The fact that the great bulk ol 
Russian Jewish emigrants go to the 
U.S. disturbs the Zionist leadership. 


which views every additional Jew 
coming to Israel as a validation of 
Zionism, besides adding manpower 
to the Jewish Stale. The recent drop 
in emigres from Russia to the West 
seems to underscore the Zionists' 
argument that the Soviet authorities 
are not likely to continue to permit 
their citizens to move to the bastion 
of Western capitalism. 

While valid technically, the 
Zionists' claim seems to miss the 
ideological point in the argument. If 
one knew that Russian Jews 
reaching the U.S. would join and re- 
main with the survival ist elements 
within Diaspora Jewry, the liberal 
leaders of Jewish organizations 
might find a justification for using 
— in the crudest sense — the S talc 
of Israel to provide entry visas, 
which enable Jews to leave the anti- 
Jewish, anti-religion and us- 
similalionisi environment of the 
Soviet Union. Were the environ- 
ment of the free Diaspora con- 
ducive to reawakening and sup- 


porting Jewish commitment among 
our Russian brethren, who for well 
over 60 years have had every vestige 
of authentic Judaism suppressed or 
exorcised by the Soviet regime, a 
case for aiding migration to the U.S. 
might be advanced on libertarian 
grounds. 

BUT SUCH is not the case. While 
Russian Jews coming to the U.S. are 
“cared for” by Jewish charitable 
agencies during the early stages of 
their American acculturation, great 
numbers of them do not remain ac- 
tively identified with organized 
Jewry. Their “Jewish resistance” 
quotient is understandably not high. 

Zionism can prove beyond con- 
tradiction the growing disap- 
pearance of the Jewish people in the 
Diaspora through assimilation and 
intermarriage; it can readily point 
to the extremely weak “Jewish” in- 
fluences in the relationship between 
Russian -Jewish immigrants and all- 
too-many welfare personnel and 
agencies supported by local Jewish 


philanthropies. ''

Not only have many settlers refused 
to accept fairly generous offers of 
compensation, but some of them 
have begun to backtrack on agree- 
ments already arrived at. 

Should these settlers continue to 
sabotage any solution and cause dis- 
turbances. a simple way out could 
be envisaged, which would not lead 
to the clashes with the IDF they ap- 
parently invite- they should not be 
evacuated by force, but left un- 
disturbed till after the evacuation of 
the Sinai by the IDF. They would 
then have to negotiate their future 
status with the Egyptian army. It is 
dou bifid whether this prospect will 
look brighter than the conditions of? 
fered bv our government.
